They the started for Troy, -N. Y., 
where an elder brother, 
Stephen, 


had preceded them some two years, 
but the canal being broken they 
were obliged to stop at Portsmouth, 
aud through the advice of the son 
Vincent concluded to remain here, 
and thus it was he settled in Ports- 
mouth and remained here the rest 
of his life. 


He was married in 1838 to Otilla 


MCKS, 
also a native of Germany, 


who died some fifteen years ago. He 
leaves three children—Elizabeth B.; 
wife of Joseph Hornung, Rosa E., 
wife of Her mail Ilcrms, Otilla, wife 
of J. M. Wendclkcu. 


In 1838 Mr. Brodbeck opened a 


grocery at the corner of Second aud 
Scioto streets, on what is called the 
"point," and here he carried on a 
successful business foi 
forty-three 


years, retiring in 1881, when he 
sold out to his son-in-law, J. M 
Wendelken. 
Nearby, on the corner 


of Front and Scioto streets, had the 
deceased lived for many years. 
He 


made his home with his son-in-law 
for some years past. Two weeks ago 
he met with an accident, falling 
down stairs and injuring himself, 
and this hastened his death. 


Deceased was a Methodist, being 


the last remaining member of the 
congregation that organized in 1848 
under the late Dr. Wm. Kast, and 
for many years met in the little

street, now occupied by Rev. J. V. 
Jahrous. 
When that congreagtion 


decided to build, and did build at

Alarming reports are coming in from
